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2 OREGON CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order. 


1 The Conference session shall open each day at 8:00 
a. m. and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be 
under the direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the 
hour to which the Conference stood adjourned, and after 
devotions shall have the minutes of the previous session 
read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to appeal tothe Conference ; but in case of an appeal 
the question shall be taken without debate. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not other- 
wise ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writ- 
ing if the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a 
resolution offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in pos- 
session of the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the 
one under consideration is disposed of, which may be done 
by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following should 
intervene, which motion shall have precedence in the follow- 
ing order, viz. : 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9: Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address 
the President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, 


unless he depart from the rules and decorum of the Con- 
ference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than 
ten minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the 
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same question, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave 
be granted by the Conference, which shall be decided by 
vote without debate. 


11. Any member shall have the right to state a question 
of privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation 
when he considers his arguments have been misrepresented 
by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard 
for the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating lan- 
guage and personal reflections. 


13. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with the majority to 
move a reconsideration. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and 
shall. be decided without debate, unless it shall be for 
adjournment to a fixed time. 


15. Nomember shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to 
attend. 

16. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, 
and no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on 
any question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon 
all questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. - 


17. All changes involving Conference relations, as well 
as all candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admis- 
sion upon credentials from other churches and for admission 
into full membership, shall be referred to a committee on 
Conference Relations ; and no suchchange of relations shall 
be granted, nor any such candidate admitted, until said com- 
mittee shall have made its report. 


18. Incase an Executive session be ordered, only mem- 
bers in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting. z 

19. The General Educational Collection shall be applied 
to the Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless 
otherwise ordered by a vote of the Conference. 


20. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal 
of the proceedings, and, when approved, the printed min- 
utes shall be the official record of the Conference. He shall 
take charge of the journals and all Conference papers, keep 
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them safe and have them forwarded to the place of Confer- 
ence sessions. 


21. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to 
place in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, 
and to send to those absent, drafts for the amount due them 
from the funds of the Conference provided for that purpose, 
as shown by the report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


22. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the 
Conference course of study who is conditioned upon more 
than one study. 


23. The President shall provide for closing up the busi- 
ness of the final session of the Annual Conference that due 
and sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional 
services just preceding the reading of the appointments, 
that no unseemly haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 


24. The rules for the governing of this session of the 
Annual Conference shall be printed in the Official Journal. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 
Preachers. 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission: 


1. ‘‘Instruction by Correspondence’’ is expected of each 
Examiner for every student under his particular charge. 


2. Inthe ‘‘ books to be read’’ each student shall file with 
the Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the 
books. 


3. Mid-year examinations will be held in each Presiding 
Elder’s district. ' 


4. Sermons and essays should be in the hands of Exam- 
iners at least thirty days before Conference. It would be 
better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. No reports of grades will be made to students, except 
in cases falling below the minimum required to pass—70%. 
In all such cases the Examiner shall report to the student 
that he failed to pass, and refer him to the President of the 
Board to arrange for a re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon 
as practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before examinations are begun. 


8. The officers of the Board of Examiners are: W. H. 
Heppe, President; J. T. Abbett, Registrar; W. S. Grim, 
Treasurer. For any further information address the Chair- 
man or Registrar. :

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OBITUARIES. 


REV. NEHEMIAH DOANE, D. D. 


As one of the men upon whom God, through his Church, 
put the honor of leadership in supplanting a low type of 
civilization with a higher in the Pacific Northwest, the sub- 


ject of this sketch is entitled to have his name held in 
everlasting remembrance. 


He was born at Eastham, Cape Cod, Mass., January 22, 
1820, and at the time of his death at University Park, on 
Thursday, May 4, 1905, he was a little more than 85 years 
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of age. In his early youth he followed the sea. He was 
converted at 16, and immediately gave himself to the acqui- 
sition of knowledge. At the conclusion of his seminary 
course, when 27 years of age, he entered the Theological 
school of our Church at Concord, N. H., joining the first 
class formed in that institution. At that time in the far 
~wilds of Oregon a few heroic Methodist missionaries had 
been engaged, among other duties, in founding an educational 
institution. ‘The task was of a most difficult nature. The 
entire American population tributary to the school did not 
number 3000. Lines of communication with Chemetke, or 
Salem, where population centered, were of the rudest sort. 
Travel was by canoe or ox cart. Men, women and children 
were busied in the task of hewing out a home in the wilder- 
ness, 


‘With all their sturdy sinews set 
Against the living forest.”’ 


The times were unpropitious, and money was scarce; but 
a school was an institution of the new civilization not to be 
forgone, and an appeal. was made to the Missionary 
Society of our Church for aid. In response it was agreed 
that qualified teachers should be sent from the East and 
supported by the society. The faculty at Concord was 
requested to name a candidate, and with hearty unanimity 
Brother Doane was agreed upon as eminently fitted for this 
great service. He accepted the assignment, and in Septem- 
ber, 1849, he was received on trial in the Genesee Confer- 
ence, ordained deacon and elder under the Missionary rule, 
took to himself a wife, Miss Matilda Draper, and set sail via 
the isthmus on their bridal tour, a missionary to Oregon. 
They reached the mouth of the Columbia on the last day of 
December, and on the first day of January, 1850, started in 
an open batteau for a nine days’ ride up the Columbia, 
from Astoria to Portland, the fare for the two being $75. 

Before leaving the East, Brother Doane had been desig- 
nated by the Missionary Board as temporary principal of 
the Oregon Institute, not long afterwards chartered as 
Willamette University, with Mrs. Doane as one of the 
teachers. One year later on the arrival of F. S. Hoyt as 
principal, Bro. Doane went to Portland to share with J. H. 


EE 
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Wilbur in the work of founding an academy. The future 
metropolis was then but a hamlet, nestling on the river’s 
bank on the edge of a vast forest. The life of the com- 
munity, isolated and remote, was scarcely larger in its scope 
and outlook than the village itself. He came, a fine repre- 
sentative of New England culture and piety. He had under 
his care about 100 different students, embracing the entire 
school population of Portland and vicinity, andin his one year 
at the head of Portland Academy he made the impress of his 
strong personality upon the lives of many who later 
became foremost in the affairs of the commonwealth. 


But he had a preference for the pastoral work and after 
one year he was appointed pastor of what was then 
probably the most desirable charge in the state, Oregon 
City. The list of his succeeding appointments is not at 
hand, but it is known that he served in most of the leading 
charges of the old Oregon Conference as pastor, and in other 
prominent official relations. Among the distinctions ac- 
corded him was his selection for several terms as presiding 
elder of several different districts. When the centenary of 
1866 was to be observed as an occasion calling for liberal 
thank offerings in behalf of missions, church extension and 
education, Dr..Doane was selected to travel throughout the 
Conference and present the claims of these important 
interests. In 1875 he was elected a delegate to the general 
conference which met in Baltimore in 1876. 


In his declining years he took up his residence in Univer- 
sity Park, where he served as dean of the Theological 
department of Portland University during the life of that 
institution. A book written by him on the subject of 
Infant Baptism is worthy a place among the standards of 
the church. 


As a man Dr. Doane was of genial temperament and 
kindly spirit. As a minister-he was a sturdy thinker, a 
sound theologian of the old school and a stout. defender of 
the doctrines of the church. At the great camp meetings he 
was a central figure, specially relied upon for defense of the 
faith. He knew his Bible as too few among us know it 
now. He was a man of one work, paying little heed to the 
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opportunities of personal advantage afforded by his relation 
to a rapidly growing state. He saw Portland grow from a 
row of houses lining the river bank to a city of 120,000 
inhabitants, and other great cities spring up where only 
Indian wigwams stood. He saw the Methodist Church 
grow from a membership of 400 with three churches and a 
half a dozen preachers, to six annual conferences with a 
membership approximating 40,000, nearly 400 preachers, 
and more than a million dollars worth of church property. 
In this advance he was a factor of no small importance. As 
a teacher, preacher and writer he helped to create and 
foster the institutions that have most contributed to the 
merits of the civilization we enjoy. 


For such an one as he— 


‘It is not death to die— 
To leave the weary road, 

And ’mid the brotherhood on high 
To be at home with God.”’

Robert M. Corner, a supernumerary elder of the Oregon 
Annual Conference, fell asleep in Jesus at Mosca, Colorado, 
July 27, 1905. He was born in Ontario, Canada, and at 
the age of 16 was born again and began the Christian life 
at Fort Dodge, Iowa. He was admitted to membership in 
our Conference when he was 26 years old, serving the 
church in this state earnestly and faithfully for seven years, 
till his health-failed him so that he was compelled to seek 
another climate, and he sought a home in the mountain 
region of Colorado, where he has lived for three years, serving 
the Church at Mosca as pastor and dying as a soldier at the 
post of duty assigned him. Brother Corner was a good 
man and a successful preacher of the gospel. He loved to 
preach and had a passion for souls, and his ministry though 
brief was crowned with glorious success.

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A wife and five children are left to mourn his loss, but 
theirs is the heritage of a blessed memory and a precious 
hope of a reunion and an eternal home in Heaven bye-and- 
bye. His sweet spirit and work for Jesus will long be 
remembered and cherished by his brethren in the ministry 
and by the people he so devotedly served in Oregon and 
Colorado.

Although this is the Exposition year with its greatly 
increased obligations, we are happy to note that the con- 
tributions to the Parent Society are in advance of last year. 


As our people are becoming better acquainted with 
their duties toward this mighty agency for the world’s 
redemption, we are confidently looking forward to largely 
increased offerings. 


Within the borders of our own Conference, important 
problems in Mission work are awaiting solution. 


I. KLAMATH MISSION. 


Among the Indians on Klamath Agency our church has 
been doing more or less work ever since the seventies. 


The work has been done with varying success. 


The slow progress, however, of this mission work has 
been due to various causes, chief of which are: 
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a. Entirely inadequate appropriations, and 
6. A lack of men fitted for that peculiar field. 


If this work is to be continued larger appropriations must 
be secured as no man BIG enough for this place can be 
secured to work on such an entirely inadequate salary. 


For this reason we most urgently request our Missionary 
Society to increase the appropriation for this mission. 


We have a duty toward these Indians—let us meet it. 


2. SILETzZ MISSION. 


It is only a question of time when the races located on 
this reservation will be a matter of history. 


While this, however, is so, our church must not neglect 
these people, as they have been looking to our church for 
help and encouragement. 


Some progress has been made during the past. year. 
Property has been improved, all bills have been paid and 
the prospects are hopeful.

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Sunday Schools. 


We rejoice in the prosperity of the Sunday Schools of our 
Conference, now numbering 148, with a membership of 
nearly 14,000. 

We believe that if the following suggestions, offered by 
the secretary of the Sunday School Union, be introduced 
-into our Sunday Schools, that their success with God’s 
blessing will be greatly enhanced: 


1. Wecommend to our people for use in our Sunday 
Schools our own Sunday School publications. We note with 
pleasure the great improvement of the Sunday School Journal 
and heartily approve the proposition of the editor, that its 
circulation be increased and its usefulness extended by intro- 
ducing it into our families as a stimulus and help to the 
study of the Bible. 

2. Werecommend Dr. McFarland’s plans for the train- 

_ing of our Sunday School teachers, and request our pastors to 
procure the Teacher’s Library advocated by him, in order that 
our teachers may have access to the best literature relating 
to their work; and we are gratified to know that arrange- 
ments have been made for an advanced course of Bible 
study, in which which the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South and the Methodist Church of Canada, are to join with 
our own Church. 

3. We are convinced that the income of the Sunday 
School Union should be largely increased in order to meet 
the demands upon it coming from both the Home and 
Foreign fields. We approve and commend the plan pro- 
posed by the secretary, that in our Sunday Schools a special 
class offering be made by every class during the year for the 
Sunday School Union. 

4. We urge an increased interest and intelligent zeal in 
all our Sunday School work, proceeding always upon 
the assumption that our children are God’s children, 
and that our primary duty is not to rescue them but to 
instruct them and train them in knowledge and virtue. 

We further recommend that the Rev. R. EK. Dunlap 
be appointed Sunday School secretary of this Conference, to 
co-operate with the secretary of the Sunday School Union in 
all matters relating to Sunday School interests.

If it be true, as Mr. Gladstone once said, that rum causes 
more misery and destruction than war, famine and pestilence 
combined; if it be true that King Alcohol sends 100,000 
American citizens annually to the grave; if it be true that 
drunkenness gives birth to more kinds of sin than any other 
evil; that the saloon is one of the most powerful factors to 
corrupt legislation ; that it is one of the strongest obstacles 
to the progress of the church ; that it does more to populate 
the regions of woe than any other agency, then the attitude 
of every follower of Christ toward the saloon should not be 
one of indifference, but one of uncompromising opposition. 


We believe (in the language of the General Conference), 
that the Church of God should be always and everywhere © 
the courageous, hopeful and unflinching foe of this enemy 
of all things pure and good, and should continue its warfare 
until, like the crime of slavery, the saloon has become a 
thing of the past. 


We regard the destruction of the 1500 saloons of the state 
as the most important reform work committed to our 
churches. Therefore be it 


Resolved, 1. ‘That we urgently recommend total absti- 
hence from intoxicating beverages as the duty of every 
Christian, and legal prohibition of the traffic as the ultimate 
aim of the voter. We deplore the tendency of the times 
toward social drinking among both sexes, even in church 
circles. To counteract this peril overhanging the church 
and the home, let there be a revival of pledge-signing among 
all classes, a more thorough instruction of the nature and 
evils of intemperance in the Sabbath School and Leagues of 
the church, and more-earnest and frequent appeals from the 


pulpit, for total abstinance is the only sure foundation for 
legal prohibition. 


2. We rejoice in the victories achieved during the past 
year; in the carrying of four counties, and a large number 
of precincts in other counties, for prohibition, thus closing 
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some 135 saloons; in preserving our splendid local option law 
from amendment by the legislature ; in having open gambling 
stamped out of a number of the cities and counties of the 
state ; in the crystalizing of a stronger sentiment in favor of 
law enforcement ; in the saving of the anti-canteen law from 
repeal by congress ; the practical prohibition of liquor sell- 
ing at State Soldiers’ Homes ; the additional appropriation 
of $333,500 for recreation buildings in army posts without 
the canteen ; in the Senate vote strongly favoring constitu- 
tional prohibition for the new state of Oklahoma; and we 
heartily commend all the various organizations which have 
made these victories possible. 


3. That we renew our allegiance to the Anti-Saloon 
League, the federation of churches against the united liquor 
forces, and urge our pastors and people to co-operate with 
the State Board of Trustees and their agents in carrying out 
the plans which they may adopt. 


eo That we elect W. H. Heppe, D. "A. Watters, H. 
Oberg, T. B. Ford, C. T. Wilson, F. L. Young to represent 
us upon the Board of Trustees. 


5. That we appoint H. Gould and M. T. Wire as 
delegates to the National Convention to be held at Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, November 22-24; and Dr. H. J. Talbott as 
a member of the National Board of Direction. 


6. ‘That we recommend that the following persons be 
elected as officers of the Conference Temperance Society: 
President, A. Thompson; Vice President, J. W. McDougall; 
Secretary, H. T. Atkinson; Treasurer, W. S. Grim. 


7. That we urge upon our congressmen their hearty 
support of the Hepburn-Dolliver bill and the Gallinger- 
Stone amendment providing for constitutional prohibition 
for the new state of Oklahoma.

Minutes of Methodist Laymen’s Association 


B. LEE PAGEHT: 
First Vice President, Acting President. 


The second annual meeting of the Methodist Laymen’s 
Association convened in the First Christian Church at 
Albany, Oregon, at 3 o’clock in the afternoon of Friday, 
September 22d. 


A most helpful devotional service was conducted by T. S. 
McDaniel, and in the absence of President R. A. Booth, his 
place was occupied by Vice President B. Lee Paget. N. M. 
Newport, of Albany, was chosen to act as Secretary. The 
report of Treasurer C. W. Nottingham was then read and 
showed a balance in his hands of $119.00. 


H. Ll. Gilkey read an instructive paper on ‘‘Our Respon- 
sibility to the Pacific Christian Advocate,’ which was fol- 
lowed by a general discussion of the subject, led by EK. R. 
Graham, of our Publishing House. A series of earnest and 
practical resolutions were unanimously adopted, pledging 
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efforts to secure subscriptions, suggesting the appointment 
of a committee in each charge with this object in view, and 
petitioning the Oregon Conference to request the presiding 
elders to ask in each first and fourth Quarterly Conference, 
‘Ig each member of the Quarterly Conference a subscriber 
to the Pacific Christian Advocate ?’’ 


Bishop Walden was presented by Dr. T. B. Ford, and 
delivered a short address full of wise counsel. 


The President’s report, which had arrived during the 
session, was then read, as follows: 


Eugene, Oregon, September 22, 1905. 


To the Methodist Laymen’s Association of the Oregon 
Conference: 


Dear Brothers: 


With kindliest greeting, I express my sorrow on account 
of conditions that prevent my attendance at the opening of 
your session. 


Since I was elected president of your body, events have 
transpired that seemed to prevent me in doing my part in 
carrying out the purpose of the organization. Because of 
the loss to the church on account of a year’s time wasted, I 
feel a deep sense of regret. JI earnestly implore the indulg- 
ence of an ever kind brotherhood and the mercy of an 
omniscient Heavenly Father. 


While the year has passed forever, the opportunities for 
the Laymen stillremain. The laity is the foundation upon 
which the superstructure of the church is being built. It 
is not sufficient for the highest good that we be content to 
remain as ‘‘hidden brick.’’ We must exert ourselves in 
shaping the building to the end that Christianity shall be 
the greatest force in civilization, at once helpful and just. 


In whatever plans you may adopt to this end, count me 
your hearty supporter and co-laborer. Our needs are 
foreshadowed by your program already published. 


I consider the Willamette University the most important 
factor in maintaining the ascendancy of the Methodist 
Church in the Northwest. Christianity may flourish with- 
out it, but the aid to Christianity afforded by the Methodist 
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Church will be much less if the University is not supported 
to an extent that will make it a fair competitor of any other 
school in its field. 


The Pacific Christian Advocate is the most important 
factor in spreading Christian knowledge and religious news 
in our territory. To permit it to remain less than our 
needs demand and that it so richly deserves, is to allow the 
. Methodist banner to float beneath the shadows of the 
summit. A self-supporting, powerful paper is a need of the 
times and a demand growing out of present conditions. To 
permit anything less is to do less than our duty. 


A better support for our ministry I consider imperative. 
Better support means greater efficiency. We should give it 
or abandon the field ‘to those who will. 


Let the Willamette University, the Pacific Christian 
Advocate, a better paid ministry, be three links stamped 
into a breastplate to be worn about our hearts, becoming a 
shield to protect and a force to invigorate. Then will the 
organization of our association have been justified.

This report was received with much enthusiasm and on 
motion was placed on file and ordered spread on the 
minutes of the Association. 


In response to the request of Dr. D. L. Rader, he was 
granted permission to publish it in the /acific Christian 
Advocate. 


On motion the delegates from the presiding elders’ 
districts held caucuses and named the following committees: 


On Resolutions—Dr. J. E. Hall, West Portland district; J. 
A. Austin, East Portland district; F. B. Sackett, Eugene 
district. 

On Nominations—Dr. Osman Royal, West Portland dis- 
trict; A. G. Moore, East Portland district; H. L. Gilkey, 
Eugene district. 

The Association then took a recess until evening when a 
joint session of one hour with the Ministerial Conference 
was held in the Methodist Church, Vice President Paget 
presiding. After singing, Presiding Elder S. S. Sulliger, 
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of Bellingham, led in prayer, a delightful greeting was 
extended by Bishop McDowell, and Dr. Rader delivered a 
short address full of brotherly kindness and delightfully 
suited to the occasion. 


SATURDAY MORNING. 


T’he session opened with a devotional service led by F. B. 
Sackett, of Coburg, after which T. S. McDaniel read a 
paper on ‘‘Missionary Appropriations and Ministerial Sup- 
port,’’ in which was revealed an exhaustive study of the 
subject, as well as statistics of a startling nature. 


Resolutions were introduced, very fully discussed, and on 
motion adopted, which regretted the small salaries being 
paid our pastors, which set forth the fact that the Mission- 
ary appropriations to this Conference were less per charge 
than neighboring Conferences are receiving, which stated 
that on this account efficient men were being drawn from 
us, which petitioned the Missionary Society to give this 
situation their sympathetic consideration and which pledged 
the Association to assist in systematically developing an 
increasing ratio of pastoral support. 


On motion of T. S. McDaniel a resolution was then 
adopted, inviting our people to adopt the tithing plan of 
contributing to the work of the Church. 


A resolution introduced by A.F.Flegel was then adopted, 
relating to the inadequate support given our superannuated 
ministers, and requesting the Oregon Conference to estimate 
asum more nearly commensurate with their deserts and 
needs and ask the members of the Church to provide the 
necessary amount. 


A committee consisting of Dr. F. B. Short, Dr. J. H. 
Coleman and Dr. D. L. Rader conveyed in graceful terms 
the greetings of the Bishop and Conference and invited the 
Association to meet in joint session. 


On motion of Dr. Osman Royal the invitation was 
accepted and the time set for 11:40 a. m. Chairman Paget 
called Vice President H. L. Gilkey to the chair and then 
presented the report of the Committee on Revision of Con- 
stitution and By-Laws, which resulted in extensive modifi- 
cations, the most important of which will result in making 
future annual meetings, gatherings of duly delegated 
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members, to be chosen at the third quarterly conference 
in each charge. 


An intensely interesting and thoughtful paper was 
presented by Prof. C. O. Boyer on the subject of ‘The 
Tayman’s Responsibility to Willamette University.” 


The report of the Nominating Committee resulted in the 
nomination and unanimous election of the following officers:

Samuel Connell then announced a generous offer of R. A.
